EVENT 


The  first  legislation  of  the  Continental  Congress  in  regard  to  an  American 
Navy  directed  the  equipment  of  one  vessel  of  10  guns  and  another  of 
14  guns  as  national  cruisers.  At  the  same  time  an  act  was  passed 
establishing  a  “Marine  Committee,”  —  consisting  of  Messrs.  John 
Adams,  John  Langdon,  and  Silas  Deane,  —  which  was  chosen  by 
Congress  from  among  its  own  members,  and  was  to  be  in  complete 
control  of  naval  affairs. 


Act  of  the  Continental  Congress  authorizing  the  equipment  of  two  addi¬ 
tional  armed  vessels,  —  the  one  to  carry  twenty  guns,  the  other  thirty- 
six,  —  and  increasing  the  membership  of  the  Marine  Committee  to 
seven. 


Organization  of  a  Marine  Corps,  to  consist  of  two  battalions,  authorized 
by  Act  of  Congress. 


Act  of  Congress  authorizing  the  capture  and  confiscation  of  all  British 
armed  vessels,  transports,  and  supply  ships,  and  directing  the  issuing 
of  commissions  to  captains  of  cruisers  and  privateers. 

Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Navy  of  the  United  States  drawn  up  and 
adopted  by  Congress. 


The  first  fleet  of  the  United  States  put  in  commission. 


A  Committee  appointed  by  Congress  “to  devise  the  ways  and  means  for 
furnishing  these  Colonies  with  a  Naval  Armament.” 

The  report  of  the  Committee  providing  for  the  construction  of  “  five  ships 
of  thirty-two  guns,  five  of  twenty-eight  guns,  and  three  of  twenty-four 
guns,”  accepted  by  Congress,  and  a  law  passed  for  their  immediate 
construction. 


The  number  of  the  members  of  the  Marine  Committee  increased  to  thir¬ 
teen,  —  one  from  each  colony,  —  by  Act  of  Congress. 

The  Marine  Committee  appointed  the  following  officers,  with  the  approval 
of  Congress :  — 

Commander-in-Chief :  Esek  Hopkins. 

Captains :  Dudley  Saltonstall,  Abraham  Whipple,  Nicholas  Biddle, 
John  B.  Hopkins. 

First  Lieutenants:  John  Paul  Jones,  Rhodes  Arnold,  Eli  Stansbury, 
Hoysted  Hacker,  Jonathan  Pitcher. 

Second  Lieutenants :  Benjamin  Seabury,  Joseph  Olney,  Elisha 
Warner,  Thomas  Weaver,  James  McDougall. 

Third  Lieutenants :  John  Fanning,  Ezekiel  Burroughs,  Daniel  Vaughan, 

The  Marine  Committee  given  full  powers  in  the  direction  of  the  fleet  under 
Commodore  Hopkins. 

Congress  authorized  the  fitting  out  of  armed  vessels  “to  cruise  on  the 
enemies  of  these  united  colonies.” 

General  Letters-of-Marque  and  Reprisal  issued  by  Congress,  and  thence¬ 
forth  all  British  vessels,  —  armed  or  unarmed,  —  were  liable  to  capture 
by  American  ships. 

With  respect  to  the  relative  rank  of  the  officers  of  the  Navy,  Congress 
decided  that  the  nominations  or  appointments  of  captains  or  com¬ 
manders  “  shall  not  establish  rank.”  This  was  to  be  “settled  by  Con¬ 
gress  before  commissions  are  granted.”

Jones  was  among 
the  killed;  carried  into 
Phila.,  and  £255  realized 
from  sale.

The  Raleigh  engaged  the 
Druid  alone,  while  latter

Americans  sent 
down  4  fire-ships  against 
the  Augusta  which  had 
grounded,  but  did  no 
damage.  The  A.  then 
caught  fire;  and  the 
Merline,  also  aground, 
was  set  on  fire  by  her 
crew  to  prevent  capture.

Remarks 


The  expedition  was  ac¬ 
companied  by  a  detach¬ 
ment  from  the  army 
under  Col.  Croghan, 
Maj.  Holmes,  and  Capt. 
Vanhorn.  The  two  lat¬ 
ter  were  killed  at  Fort 
Michilimackinack,  Aug. 
4,  1814,  where  the 

enemy  were  very 
strongly  fortified  and 
assisted  by  a  consider¬ 
able  body  of  Indians. 

This  engagement  was 
fought  at  night.  The 
Avon  sunk,  with  some 
of  her  crew.  H.B.M.S. 
Castilian  came  up  to 
save  remainder. 


This  action  was  fought  at 
anchor,  in  Plattsburg 
Bay,  the  galleys  keep¬ 
ing  under  way,  —  the 
enemy  the  attacking 
party.  The  Confiance 
received  105  round  shot 
in  her  hull,  the  Saratoga 
only  55,  but  had  all  her 
guns  on  one  side  dis¬ 
abled,  as  had  also  the 
Eagle,  which  was  struck 
39  times.  Commo. 
Downie  was  killed  by 
the  dismounting  of  one 
of  his  long  24’s  by  a 
shot  from  the  Saratoga. 
The  Linnet  was  the  last 
vessel  to  surrender.  The 
enemy’s  galleys  after¬ 
ward  escaped,  in  a  shat- 
tered  condition.

The  expedition  was  ac¬ 
companied  by  Col.  Ross 
and  70  men  of  the  44th 
Infantry,  who  landed 
and  burnt  the  town 
(some  40  thatched 
houses).  The  Carolina 
was  obliged  to  anchor 
outside  the  bar,  and  nos. 
23  and  156  grounded  on 
the  inside.  The  remain¬ 
ing  vessels  attacked  the 
piratical  vessels,  which 
were  drawn  up  inside; 
but  the  pirates,  without 
waiting  for  an  attack, 
set  fire  to  2  schooners, 
took  to  their  boats,  and 
fled,  so  that  only"  Domi¬ 
nique”  and  a  few  others 
were  captured.  One  of 
the  schrs.  escaped  on  the 
night  of  the  23d  Sept. 

Engaged  both  at  the  same 
time,  in  the  night.  The 
Levant  was  subsequently 
recaptured  by  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Squadron,  under  Sir 
Geo.  Collier,  in  the  neu¬ 
tral  harbor  of  Port 
Praya,  Isld.  of  St.  Jago, 
March  11,  1815. 


Had  her  bowsprit  and  fore¬ 
mast  shot  away,  and  her 
commander  killed;  was 
afterwards  sunk.  The 
Hornet  did  not  receive  a 
single  shot  in  her  hull.

The  work  silenced;  and 
troops  landed  which 
rendered  it  useless. 


The  Union  vessels  were 
at  anchor  in  the  Roads. 
Running  directly  for 
the  Cumberland,  the 
Virginia  rammed  her 
and  sunk  her  in  15  min. 
Turning  to  the  Congress, 
which  had  slipped  her 
cable  and  run  ashore, 
the  ram,  taking  a  posi¬ 
tion  under  her  stern,  at 
50  yds.,  forced  her  to 
surrender.  She  was  then 
fired  and  deserted, 
blowing  up  early  next 
morning.  The  Minne¬ 
sota,  also  being  aground, 
could  not  be  reached  by 
the  ram;  these  two  en¬ 
gaged  at  long  range  for 
about  4  hr.,  the  Roanoke 
and  St.  Lawrence  also 
firing  a  few  ineffectual 
shots.  The  Virginia 
then  withdrew,  leaking 
badly  from  the  effects 
of  ramming  the  Cum¬ 
berland. 


After  a  short  action,  at 
200  yds.,  the  Virginia 
attempted  to  ram,  or 
force  a  surrender  of  the 
Minnesota,  in  trying  to 
do  which  she  ran 
aground,  and  was  ex¬ 
posed  to  the  full  broad¬ 
sides  of  the  frigate. 
Getting  clear,  she  again 
tried  to  ram  the  M onitor, 
but  struck  only  an  in¬ 
effective  blow.  Lieut. 
Worden  was  disabled 
by  the  explosion  of  a 
shell  which  struck  the 
peep-holes  of  the  pilot¬ 
house.

At  2  a.m.,  the  fleet  got 
under  way,  in  2  lines,  the 
first  division  to  engage 
Ft.  Jackson,  the  second 
St.  Philip.  Coming  un¬ 
der  the  fire  of  the  works, 
the  lines  were  broken 
by  the  strength  of  the 
current,  and  the  neces¬ 
sity  of  feeling  the  way 
up  the  channel,  —  there 
being  no  pilots.  The 
Hartford  grounded  off 
St.  Philip,  and  while  in 
this  position  a  fire  raft 
was  pushed  against  her, 
setting  her  on  fire  aft. 
Getting  clear,  the  flames 
were  extinguished  and 
she  proceeded  up  the 
river.  The  Brooklyn  was 
delayed  for  a  short  time 
by  fouling  the  obstruc¬ 
tions;  clearing  these, 
she  was  rammed  by  the 
Manassas,  but  the  blow 
was  only  a  glancing  one. 
The  Kennebec  also 
fouled  the  obstructions 
and  did  not  get  clear  in 
time  to  pass  the  forts. 
The  Itasca  received  a 
shot  through  her  boilers, 
abreast  of  the  forts, 
and  drifted  out  of  ac¬ 
tion.  The  Mississippi, 
above  the  forts,  was 
rammed  by  the  Manas¬ 
sas,  injured,  but  not  cut 
through.  The  Cayuga, 
above  the  forts,  was 
attacked  by  3  gunboats ; 
she  disabled  one,  drove 
off  another,  and  the 
third  was  disposed  of  by 
the  Varuna.  The  Va- 
runa  was  rammed  3 
times  by  enemy’s  gun¬ 
boats  and  run  ashore 
to  prevent  her  sinking, 
after  completely  •  dis¬ 
abling  her  antagonists. 
After  clearing  the  fight, 
the  Mississippi  ran 
down  towards  the  Ma¬ 
nassas,  but  the  latter 
sheered  broad  off,  and 
ran  ashore,  receiving  2 
broadsides  which  dis¬ 
abled  her  and  set  her  on 
fire.  She  then  drifted 
down  the  river  and  blew 
up.  Fourteen  of  the 
seventeen  vessels  got  by 
the  forts,  and  of  those 
that  passed,  one  was 
sunk;  of  the  Confeder¬ 
ate  vessels  eleven  were 
captured,  and  eight  de¬ 
stroyed.

The  boats  advanced  in 
two  divisions;  but  ir¬ 
regularly,  because  of 
a  misunderstanding.

Owing  to  the  falling  of 
the  river  the  squadron 
was  unable  to  proceed 
further.  A  series  of 
dams,  built  by  Lt.-Col. 
J.  Bailey,  U.S.A.,  here 
saved  the  vessels,  and 
the  fleet  was  relieved 
from  its  critical 
position.

The  fleet  steamed  in  in 
two  lines  abreast;  Fort 
Morgan  opened  fire  at 
7.06  a.m.,  the  leading 
ship  ( Tecumseh )  being 
within  1400  yd. 
Abreast  the  fort,  the 
Tecumseh  fouled  a  tor¬ 
pedo  and  was  sunk. 
The  other  vessels  ran 
past  the  fort  in  safety, 
and  inside  the  bay  en¬ 
gaged  the  enemy’s  ves¬ 
sels.  Of  the  gunboats, 
only  the  Selma  was 
captured.  The  Tennes¬ 
see  was  rammed  by  the 
M onongahela  and  Hart¬ 
ford,  while  the  other 
vessels  bombarded  her 
casemate,  until  she  was 
forced  to  surrender. 
Fort  Powell  was  shelled 
by  five  gunboats  for 
4  h.  13  m.,  during  the 
day,  and,  after  the  sur¬ 
render  of  the  Tennes¬ 
see,  by  the  Chickasaw, 
which  compelled  its 
destruction  and  aban¬ 
donment  (11  p.m.)  that 
night.
